TRAVANCORE WAS A FORMER KINGDOM IN SOUTH INDIA. IT COVERED SOUTH 
KERALA. THE KANYAKUMARI DISTRICT AND THE SOUTHERNMOST TIP 0F TAMIL 
NADU. IT WAS NOTED FOR ITS RELIGIOUS TOLERANCE. HINDUS. MUSLIMS, 
CHRISTIANS AND JEWS LIVED TOGETHER WITHOUT ANY CONFLICT. 

THE RELIGIOUS HARMONY WAS SO STRONG THAT EVEN DURING THE TRAVANCORE- 
DUTCH WAR OF 1741. THE CHRISTIANS IN TRAVANCORE SUPPORTED THEIR HINDU 
KINGS OVER THE CHRISTIAN INVADERS. 

TRAVANCORE WAS THE FIRST PRINCELY STATE TO ALLOW THE SO-CALLED 'LOWER 
CASTES OF THAT TIME TO ENTER THE TEMPLES. WOMEN WERE GIVEN A LOT MORE 
FREEDOM IN TRAVANCORE THAN IN OTHER PARTS OF INDIA, OR EVEN THE WORLD. 
THEY WERE GIVEN THE FREEDOM TO DIVORCE AND MARRY AT THEIR WILL. THEY 
ALSO INHERITED PROPERTY AFTER THEIR PARENTS’ DEATH. UNLIKE OTHER AREAS
